A Meeting of Scotch residents was held, 
according to aumouncement, in the City 
Hall last evening for the purpose of decid~ 
ing upon the mannor of celebrating the 
wual National Festival on St. Androw’s 
Day. ‘There was quite a large” muster, 
between thirty and ‘forty -gentlemta 
assembling at the appointed time. The 
JIon. P. Ryrie was voted to the chair, and 
in a few words explained the object of the 
mecting, Mr. John MacGregor proposed 
and Mr. Edwin Mackintosh seconded that . 
the festival be eclcbrated this year in a 
‘similar manner to the preceding four years 
by a’Ball. The Chairman moved as an 
amendment that tho celebration should 
take the form of a» dinner, remarking that 


sidents, who favored this mode of celebrat- 
ing the National Festival. had given way 
to the wishes. of the majority for several 
years, and were therefore tairly entitled 
to ‘some consideration. Balls were far 
more expensive than banquets, which was _

T hear little likely to be of much 
interest to readers in Mongkong, at the 
moment, everything in this eity beng 
quict. have wade several excursions 
recently both up and down the river, 
and although. a resident of ‘several 
years” standing never before had such 
sport. amongst the snipes The Chinese 
say that the sah-chun being so pleuti- 
ful augurs a good harvest. Whilst 
down the river on one occasion I could 
not help being struek with tho contin- 
‘ued activity displayed by the antho- 
_rities in the crection of defences at 
almost all the’ strong points, and this, 
taken with the constant drilling of 
troops in and around this city, is a 
matter which bas given rise to much 
speculation amongst foreigners. Men- 
tioning this to a friend a few days ago, 
I was informed that upon the best au- 
thority it had been stated that some 
very heavy contracts had been entorod 
into by the Chinesc Government for 
further defences on a large seale, and 
that the work would probably be car- 
ried out in great part by coutractors 
who have had experionee under the 
military authorities of Hongkong. One 
of the batteries, which I was permitted 
to go over a few days ago, certainly 
bore signs both in design and: con- 
struction of having been directed by 
European engineers, so well was the 
work conceived and executed. J hear 
the mandarins are much displeased with 
their compatriots who have replaced 
the Europeans once in charge of the 
ertlisers, as scarcely a prize of any des- 
cription has been made by these vessels 
since they have been in the hands of 
Chinese, and it is well known—better 
in this city than anywhere else—that 
the cruisers when in chargo of Kuro-
